Listing of Claims' 

Claim 1. (Presently Amended) A structure comprising: 

a plurality of cells of a cured resinous material, each cell being joined to at 
least one other cell; 

wherein the cells are arranged in a plurality of parallel planes . 

Claim 2. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the cells are solid. 
Claim 3. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the cells are hollow. 
Claim 4. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the hollow cells are 
filled with fluid. 

Claim 5. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the fluid is a gas. 
Claim 6. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the fluid is a liquid. 
Claim 7. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the resinous material 

comprises an epoxy curable with ultraviolet radiation. 
Claim 8. (Original) The structure according to claim 4, wherein an interior of the cells 

has a fluid pressure substantially similar to an ambient pressure external to 

the cells. 

Claim 9. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the cells all have a 
similar size. 

Claim 10. (Original) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the cells are 

joined together to form a wall of a tubular structure having continuous walls. 
Claim 11. (Cancelled). 

Claim 12. (Presently Amended) The structure according to claim 1, wherein cells 

in a plurality of adjacent planes are arranged in different positions 

orthogonal to the planes. 
Claim 13. (Presently Amended) The structure according to claim I, wherein the cells in 

a plurality of adjacent planes are aligned in a direction perpendicular to the 

planes. 
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Claim 14. (Presently Amended) The structure according to claim 1, wherein the number 
of cells in each plane differs. 



Applicant respectfully submits amended claim 1 which incorporates the limitation of 
claim 11 which should place the application in order for allowance.
